STATES OF THE CONFEDERACY; 
NORTH CAROLINA 

North Carolina played only a 
minor role in the secession drama, 
was not a party to the organization 
of the CSA, and seceded 20 May ,1841. 
Union sentiment was strong in the 
state, and they adopted a "watch and 
wait" policy. However, they did not 
approve of the use of force to bring 
the seceding states back into the 
Un i on . Lincol n turned the great 
major i ty of North Carol i na's 
"Un i on i sts or conservat i ves" into 
"secessionists or radicals". 

North Carolina contributed about 
125,000 troops, led the South in

~5TocKade running, 
one-fourth of the 
losses, and fed and clothed its own 
soldiers. Its one black" mark was 
that it also had the most deserters. 
A number of important battles, 
mostly along the seacoast, occurred 
there. Joseph Johnston surrendered 
near Durham. The state was 

readmi tted to the Un i on 25 June 
1868, after military control had 
been withdrawn the day before.

"Resolved by the Congress of the 
Confederate States o*f America that 
the thanks o-f Congress ar^ eminently 
due and are hereby nios* cordially 
tendered to MAJOR-GENERAL RICHARD 
TAYLOR and the officers and men of 
his command for the brilliant suc- 
cess obtained by them ouer the enemy 
in Louisiana during the past yesr 
and particularly for the victories 
at Mansfield and Pleasant Hill on 
the 8th and 9th of April last and 
their subsequent operations against 
the retreating army of Federal 
General Banks in the valley of the 
Red River. 

Resolved that the President com- 
municate this resolution to Major- 
General Taylor and men of his 
command. 

Approved June 10, 1864, H
